He stated 
that the circle drive that they refer to is difficult to get 
around and there would be no reason for people to use the circle 
as ingress or egress. He stated that they would use the separate 
drive on the south side of the home. 


Janet Bradbury questioned if the private drive goes through from 
Clinton to Spy Run. 


Mr. Moppert stated that the circle driveway goes from Clinton to 
Grove. 


Sharon Butler stated that the driveway that runs to the south of 
her home also comes in where the circle drive comes in so that 
the drive is a double lane down by Clinton Street. She stated 
that she would bring them up the drive and there would be two 
maybe three parking spaces right there and they would exit out 
that way. She stated that they will not be able to get off of 
her parking lot and onto the circle drive. She stated that she 
intends to close the drive off. Ms. Butler stated that she has a 
4, 7 and a 15 year old child and she is just as concerned about 
the children's safety in the area as everyone else is. She 
stated that the price of her clothes will prohibit just anyone 
from buying then.
